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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the arguments filed on 12/31/02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claim 32 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gasser et a! 
(U.S. Patent 5,154,791). 

The body of the rejection can be found in Paper 9, paragraph 3, mailed 1 1/4/02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gasser 
et a! (U.S. Patent 5,154,791) in view of Grimm (U.S. Patent 5,840,147). 

The body of the rejection can be found in Paper 9, paragraph 5, mailed 1 1/4/02. 

6. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Murakami et al (U.S. Patent 5,904,795) in view of Grimm (U.S. Patent 5,840.147). 

The body of the rejection can be found in Paper 9, paragraph 6, mailed 1 1/4/02. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed on 12/31/03 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

With regards to claim 32, Applicant argues that Gasser et al fails to teach the 
light passing through the intermediate member or the filter filtering light such that the 
intermediate member is able to maintain at least one of a color and a shape while the 
photocuring adhesive cures. It is noted that the intermediate member is the material 
worked upon and not part of the device and the argued limitations are accordingly given 
little weight. Whether or not the light passes through an intermediate member would 
depend upon the material used for the intermediate member. The material of the 
intermediate member would also control whether or not the color or shape would 
change as a result of the light. As noted previously Gasser et al teaches filtering light 
below 400 nm and which serves the desired function of the filter of the present 
application (filtering below 300 nm see; see specification page 43, lines 1-9). The filter 
is capable of filtering a portion of light that damages an intermediate member thereby 
preventing a color or shape change of the intermediate member and the generator is 
capable of producing light that passes through a transparent intermediate member. 
Gasser anticipates claim 32. 

With regards to claim 33, Applicant argues that neither Gasser or Murakami 
teach the filter filtering light such that the intermediate member is able to maintain at 
least one of a color and a shape while the photocuring adhesive cures. As noted 
above, the intermediate member is the material worked upon and not part of the device 
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and the argued linnitation is accordingly given little weight. As mentioned above Gasser 
is capable of filtering a portion of light to prevent a change in shape or color. 
Additionally Murakami specifically teaches the purpose of the filter is to filter light that 
changes the shape of the material worked upon, thereby preventing the change in 
shape (See column 10, lines 14-22).
